VITAL  STATISTICS 

The  number  of  birtlis  in  1965  has  sli^^htly  decreasd  whilst  the 
uiuber  of  deaths  h:vs  sligrhtly  increased  comiiared'  with  1964.  In  spite  of 
liis  the  estimated  resident  population  has  risen  by  1,380.  This  is  a satis- 
actory  state  of  affairs- 

The  infant  mortality  rate  for  the  year  was  11.96  (11  deaths).  This 
the  lowest  infant  mortality  rate  since  1958.  Although  these  figures  are 
)ouih1  to  lluctuate  from  year  to  year  this  low  mortality  rate  is  worthy  of 
omment-  The  G.P’s,  the  hospitals,  and  the  County  Maternity  Services  are 
o be  congri-atulated  in  the  part  they  played  in  bringing  this  about. 


There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  illegitimate  birth  rate  for  the 
'ear  1965  over  that  of  1964.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  none  of  these 
llegitimate  births  concern  mothei's  who  nonnally  reside  in  Brentwood,  but 
he  high  figures  are  reflected  in  the  activities  of  a Maternity  Unit  for  un- 
narriwl  mothers  in  the  district.  This  Unit  receives  its  patients  from  far 
ind  wide.  There  were  no  maternal  deaths  during  the  year. 


There  wei*e  618  deaths  notified  in  1965.  The  cau.ses  of  death  are 
abuiated  in  age  groups  and  the  great  majority  of  these  deaths  take  place 
‘rom  55  years  of  age  and  onwai^s.  The  age  group  75  years  plus  having 
nost  deaths  as  '\\ould  be  expected.  Coronary  disease  is  an  important  cause 
if  death,  however,  this  year’s  figures  show  that  there  has  been  a decline  in 
ieaths  from  this  cause.  By  contrast  other  forms  of  heart  disease  have  in- 
■reased  appreciably. 

Malignant  neoplasm,  lung,  bronchus  has  caused  fewer  deaths  in 
[965  than  in  the  pre\ious  year.  This  is  against  the  National  trend  in  which 
ieaths  from  this  cause  continue  to  rise.  In  this  connection  it  is  only  right  to 
mention  the  imi>ortance  of  air  pollution  and  .smoking  habits  as  significant 
actors  in  causing  this  disease.  By  conti'ast  again,  deaths  from  other  fomts 
>f  cancer  have  increased  during  the  year. 

Bronchitis  has  caused  more  deaths  in  1965  than  in  the  previous  year. 
Thus  heart  diseases,  cancer  and  bronchitis  have  all  caused  more  deaths  than 
n the  previous  year.  The  three  conditions  together  are  reflected  in  the  high 
leath  rates  in  the  older  age  groups. 

Motor  vehicle  accidents  cau.se<i  seven  deaths  in  1965  as  against  six 
in  1964. 


Deaths  from  all  other  accidents  were  nine  in  1965  compared  with 
eighteen  in  1964.  These  figures  are  particularly  intere.sting  to  the  Home 
Safety  Committee  which  is  concerned  with  the  prevention  of  home  acci- 
dents. 


There  were  eight  suicides  in  1%5  as  compared  with  three  in  1964.  Perhap: 
this  increase  is  in  part  due  to  tensions  of  modern  living  !

Sc;irlet  Fever: 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  scarlet  fever  notified 
in  1%5.  Much  of  this  increase  was  due  to  an  outbreak  in  a Nursery  School 
in  the  district.  None  of  these  cases  were  severe  and  there  were  no  serious 
complications. 


\Miooping  Cough: 

There  were  thirteen  cases  of  whooping  cough.  This  represents  a considerable 
drop  in  numbers  compared  with  last  year.  Most  of  the  cases  occurred  in 
children  bel\^een  one  and  three  years  of  age.  Immunisation  against  the  disease 
is  started  in  early  infancy  so  as  to  protect  the  child  in  its  most  vulnerable 
years. 

Mea'Jes: 

There  was  a mild  epidemic  of  measles  during  1965.  This  was  mostly  con- 
fined to  the  March  and  June  quarters.  A vaccine  has  now  been  developed 
against  this  disease  and  G.P's  will  be  in  a position  to  provide  this  immunisa- 
tion should  parents  want  it.  The  County  Health  Clinics  will  not  be  participating 
in  this  programme  for  the  time  being. 

D>senten : 

There  were  five  cases  of  dysenteiy’  notified  during  1965.  The  commonest 
cause  of  dysentery,-  in  this  country  is  .Shigella  sonnei;  fortunately  sonne  dysen- 
tery normally  runs  a mild  course  and  often  for  this  rea.son  the  Doctor  is  not 
called  in.  The  disease  is  endemic  so  that  there  arc  sporadic  cases  occurring 
up  and  down  the  countrv  all  the  time.  When  these  cases  are  brought  to  the 
noiioe  of  the  P.iblic  Health  Department  faecal  specimens  are  taken  from  the 
patients  and  their  clo«e  contacts,  and  food  handlers  amongst  the  contacts  are 
pul  off  work  until  they  are  proved  negative.  This  precaution  helps  to  prevent 
the  spread  of  the  disease. 


Fooil  Poisoning: 

There  were  four  cases  of  food  poisoning  during  the  summer  months  of 
1965.  These  cases  are  al\sa\s  carefully  investigated  by  the  Department.  Patients 
have  spedments  taken  for  bacterioli^ical  investigation  and  all  suspect  food 
is  simiiarily  insesiigaied.  This  often  invokes  much  work  by  the  Public  Health 
Insp>eciors  who  also  investigate  the  source  of  the  food  for  any  possible  con- 
tamination. 
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Acute  Pneumonia: 


This  type  of  pneumonia  is  well  controlled  by  antibiotics  and  now'adays 
fewer  cases  of  acute  pneumonia  arc  experienced  as  compared  with  pre-war 
days. 


Tuberculosis: 

There  were  fifteen  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  notified  during  the  year,  three 
of  these  cases  were  non-respiratory. 

Modern  treatment  has  done  much  towards  stamping  out  this  disease  which 
at  one  time  was  rife  in  the  community. 

Cieneral  preventive  measures  are  largely  in  the  hands  of  the  Brentwood 
Chest  Clinic  and  contacts  are  visited  by  the  Health  Visitors  of  the  Essex  County 
Council.  The  Mass  Radiography  Umt  visited  the  district  during  the  Autumn 
when  a cross  section  of  the  community  were  screened  for  chest  diseases.  The 
Essex  County  Council  Health  Department  offer  all  school-leavers  protection 
against  tuberculosis  with  B.C.G.  vaccine.  During  the  year,  over  700  were  tested 
and  W children  found  positive  and  referred  to  the  Chest  Clinic  for  further 
investigation.  618  school-leavers  were  given  B.C.G.  vaccine. 


Infective  Hepatitis: 

There  were  five  cases  of  infective  hepatitis  notified  during  the  year.  As 
this  disease  is  especially  transmittable  by  food  handlers,  all  cases  were  in- 
vestigated with  a view  to  excluding  those  in  the  food  trade  from  work.  None 
of  the  cases  came  into  that  category. 


Poliomyelitis: 

There  were  no  cases  of  this  disease  reported  during  the  year.  It  is  to 
be  hoped  that  the  oral  vaccine  will  continue  to  be  popular  as  this  raises  the 
community's  resistance  to  the  disease,  otherwise  if  vaccination  were  allowed  to 
lapse,  further  outbreaks  of  poliomyelitis  might  become  prevalent. 


Acute  Encephalitis: 

This  is  an  infection  of  the  brain.  In  this  case  the  infection  was  caused 
by  n virus  organism  Coxsackie  B5.  This  organism  is  similar  to  the  virus  of 
poliomyelitis  and  is  fairly  common,  but  usually  it  causes  no  serious 
illness.  This  case  of  acute  encephalitis  is,  therefore,  an  unusual  manifestation 
of  the  Coxsackie  B5  virus  illness.

OIHKK  ORGANISATIONS  AND  SKRVICKS 

BREMT\OOD  IT  BERCT  l.OSIS  AND  CHEST  CARE  ASSOCIATION 

The  following  repixrt  has  been  received  from  Mrs.  Theresa  Clark,  Hon: 
Secretar\-  of  this  Association. 

“The  Association  has  haj  a useful  and  satisfactory  year,  with  no  particular 
worries  or  difticulties  to  overcome.  I'he  Committee  has  endeavoured  to  spend 
the  money  at  its  disposal  wisely  and  keep  a reasonable  working  balance  avail- 
able. .Assistance  as  been  given  <o  18  people  during  th«'.  year  which  is  a slight 
increase  over  the  year  before  and  there  are  21  current  cases  on  the  books. 
The  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  is  chiefly  due  to  the  decision  to  help 
chronic  bronchitics  as  well  as  tuberculosis  patients. 

The  majority  of  the  money  spent  has  been  to  pro\ide  extra  nourishment 
for  patients.  In  addition  to  this,  however,  it  has  been  possible  to  send  four 
piitients  away  for  a holiday  from  which  they  have  derived  great  benefit. 

The  work  of  the  .Association  does  not,  however,  rest  with  the  provision 
of  these  benefits.  The  visiting  of  patients  is  a most  important  aspect  which 
is  carried  out  partly  by  County  Health  Visitors  and  partly  by  lay  visitors 
and  is  an  example  of  how  most  useful  co-operation  can  be  achieved  between 
a lay  charitable  Committee  and  the  County  Health  Services. 

.Another  very  successful  Cofl'ee  Morning  was  organised  by  Miss  Bennett  and 
produced  enough  donations  to  provide  some  very  wonderful  Christmas  hampers 
few  patients  at  home.  Gifts  of  money  for  four  patients  in  hospital  were  also 
made  by  the  Association  and  delivered  by  the  Chairman  on  Boxing  Day. 

It  was  most  regrettable  that  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Looker  had  been  forced  by 
the  ill-health  of  .Mr.  Looker  to  resign  from  office  during  the  year.  Fortunately, 
however,  they  were  both  still  able  to  serve  on  the  Committee,  where  their 
ser\ices  were  greatly  appreciated.  Mrs.  Clark  had  taken  over  the  Secretaryship 
during  the  year  and  the  Committee  were  now  able  to  call  on  the  Rev.  Lever, 
\ icar  of  St.  George  the  .Martyr  and  Dr.  A.  Crowley,  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
for  their  advice. 

The  Association  had  completed  the  registration  as  a Public  Charity  during 
the  year. 


LAI  NDR>  SERMCE  FOR  THE  INCONI  INENT 

This  valuable  service  was  continued  during  the  year.  The  laundry  service 
for  incontinent  patients  provides  for  the  special  needs  of  the  old  and  sick 
in  the  community  whose  linen  is  unsuitable  for  sending  to  a commercial 
laundrv".  vSeventeen  new  patients  were  helped  during  the  year. 

HEALTH  EDUCATION 

This  was  carried  out  by  the  Health  Department  and  various  Clinics  in 
the  district.  Poster  displays  and  other  literature  were  made  available  to  the 
public;  these  were  chiefly  concerned  with  smoking  and  cancer,  food  hygiene, 
the  care  of  children  and  immunisation. 

Personal  contacts  with  the  public  by  Health  Inspectors,  Health  Visitors 
and  District  Nurses  were  utilized  to  the  full  in  disseminating  health  education 
on  various  topics. 


HOME  .SAFETY 

.Much  \aluable  service  has  been  carried  out  by  the  Brentwood  Home  Safety 
Committee  during  the  year  and  the  following  report  has  been  received  by  the 
Hon:  Secretary,  .Miss  E\el>n  P.  Turfl: — 

“Before  I recount  the  activities  of  this  Committee  for  196.5,  I would  like 
to  mention  the  changes  which  have  taken  place  during  the  year.  Our  Chairman. 
Dr.  John  R.  Wray,  left  in  July  to  take  up  duties  in  the  Bahamas,  and  Mrs. 
J.  Hatward  (Vice-Chairman)  took  over  the  Chair  most  efficiently,  but  in  her 
own  words  “kept  the  seat  warm  until  a new  Medical  Officer  of  Health  had 
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been  appointed. ” W'e  arc  fortunate  indeed  that  Dr.  Alan  Crowley  has  con- 
sented to  become  our  new  Chaimian,  and  we  look  forwurd  tO'  the  future  under 
his  leadership. 

During  the  year  we  received  three  resignations— Miss  Waters  representing 
the  Head  Teachers'  Association,  Mrs.  Exerard  representing  the  St.  Thomas’ 
\ oung  Wives  Club  and  Mrs.  Hallows,  the  Health  Visitor.  We  are  pleased, 
howexer,  that  these  places  have  noxv'been  filled  by  Mrs.  Shaw,  Mrs.  Goldsmith 
and  Miss  Bennett  respectively. 

We  also  xvclcomed  on  to  the  Committee  Mr.  F.  D.  Clark,  Safety  Ollicer 
at  1 hermos  Limited  and  Mrs.  Hall  representing  the  Townswomens’  Guild.  Our 
Committee  noxv  has  representatives  from  the  following  organiations  in  the 
area: —

On  the  29th  May,  1965,  an  Exhibition  was  held  at  the  Bentley  Fete,  We 
borrowed  a marquee  from  the  Scouts  and  displayed  posters,  leaflets  and  other 
exhibits.  Dr.  WTay  organised  a Quiz  competition  amongst  the  children,  which 
was  most  successful.  This  Exhibition  xvas  well  attended  in  spile  of  a rather 
cold  and  xvindy  day. 

In  complete  contrast  we  had  a glo.rious  day  at  the  Shenfield  Fair  held  on 
June  2bth.  On  this  ocaision  Mrs.  Hayward  and  Mrsi.  Hallows  organised  a 
xery  line  display  showing  the  kind  of  berries  and  plants  which  are  poisonous. 
Plant  specimens  xvere  collected  and  displayed  with  suitable  remarks,  together 
xvith  photographs  of  other  plants.  Household  and  garden  poisons  were  also 
displayed  xvith  cards  of  instruction  on  their  uses. 

At  this  Exhibition  xxe  were  fortunate  in  having  the  assistance  of  Mr. 
Huckle  from  County  Hall,  xvho  spent  the  xvhole  afternoon  demonstrating,  with 
the  use  of  a model  plastic  man.  on  how  to  give  the  “Kiss  of  life'’.  Crowds 
of  adults  and  children  watched  and  participated,  especially  the  children.  With 
this  demonstration  an  excellent  film  which  had  been  prepared  by  the  Admiralty 
xsas  shown. 

The  Exhibition  at  .Shenfield  was  so  successful  that  xve  t'ecided  to  repeat 
it  at  the  Brentwood  Carnival  on  the  31sl  July,  1965.  We  again  borrowed  a 
tTiarquee  from  the  Scouts  and  held  the  Exhibition  on  the  field.  Owing  to  the 
gretil  number  of  other  attractions  this  lixhibilion  was  not  so  well  attended, 
nexcrtheless  it  was  well  xvorh  doing  again  and  xxe  hope  that  many  people 
benefitted  from  the  demonstiations. 

IN»slcr  (’ompetition  amoiigsl  sciiookTiildreii: 

During  the  summer  term  wc  oiganised  a poster  competition  amongst  school- 
children in  age  groups  « - 11  years  ;I2  - 14  years;  and  15  - 17  years.  The 
response  from  the  local  schools  was  excellent.  A total  of  72  posters  were  re- 
ccixed  anu  the  best  three  entries  from  each  school  were  submitted  for  the  com- 
peiiiion,  i.c.  52  in  age  group  S - II  yearl;  12  in  age  group  12  - 14  years  and 
S in  age  group  15-17  yerirs. 

At  the  Ddeon  ( ine.na  during  t!'e  last  xveek  of  October  we  held  an  Exhi- 
bition of  the  72  posters  submitted.  We  advertised  in  the  Brentxvood  (ia/.elte 
and  the  BrentwtxHl  Kexiew,  on  the  15th  and  22nd  October,  a ballot  slip  for 
parent  and  ft  lends  to  Ciimplete  and  place  in  the  ballot  box  at  the  Cinema,  but 
the  response  was  rather  disappointing. 
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Prizes  of  book  tokens  were  presented  to  the  winners  by  Mrs.  A.  W.  Dell 
at  the  Cinema  Club  on  Saturday  morning,  the  30th  October,  1965,  and  Station 
Officer  Lunnin  gave  a >hon  talk  to  the  children  on  ‘fire  prevention’  with  special 
emphasis  on  'dangers  from  fireworks’. 

In  spite  of  the  lack  of  support  from  parents  and  friends  this  elYort  was 
most  worthwhile  from  the  childrens'  point  of  view.  The  posters  submitted  were 
extremely  good  and  we  hop>e  to  use  them  at  some  future  date. 


Distribution  of  Leaflets,  etc. 

Leaflets  entitled  “Get  and  fit  the  Right  Fuse”  were  given  to  all  local 
Electrical  firms  for  distribution  to  their  customers.  Christmas  serviettes  were 
given  to  children  attending  Infant  and  Primary’  Schools  and  Calendars  for 
1966  were  given  to  all  senior  schools  in  the  area. 

The  National  Home  Safel>  Conference — 20th  and  21st  October,  1965. 

This  conference  was  attended  by  two  members  of  the  Committee  and  a very 
interesting  report  was  submitted  by  Mrs.  J.  Hayward,  which  was  circulated  to 
all  members. 

Homo  Accidents  reported  during  1965 

We  received  details  of  eight  local  home  accidents  reported  by  our  Health 
\ isitors.  Six  accidents  were  due  to  falls,  one  old  lady  had  to  be  admitted  to 
hospital,  two  children  were  treated  in  the  out-patients’  department,  one  lady 
at  a local  sairgeiy  and  two  ladies  in  their  own  homes.  One  child  sustained 
injuries  from  a wringer  and  another  child  from  aspirin  poisoning.  No  deaths 
were  reported. 

C'onclusion  ; 

Once  again  may  I take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  all  members  for  their 
co-operation  during  the  year  and  to  the  Health  Education  Section  of  County 
Hall  for  their  valuable  assistance  at  all  times.  To  the  Brentwood  Urban  District 
Council  may  I again  say  “thank  you’’  for  the  grant  of  £250  which  enables  us  to 
continue  the  good  work  of  helping  to  prevent  local  home  accidents. 

ROAD  SAFETY 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  following  report  by  Mr.  A.  G.  M.  Bond, 
the  Road  Safety  Organiser 

“Road  Safety  is  up  to  You”  w-as  the  main  theme  for  1965  and  is  to  con- 
tinue into  1966  also.  The  strong  emphasis  on  personal  responsibility  impregnated 
the  year's  activities  which  may  be  summarised  as  follows  :- 

1.  Training 

<a)  Cycling  proficiency  training  for  school  children  took  place  from 
.Apnl  until  October.  Each  child  received  a minimum  of  five  hours 
practical  tuition,  a comprehensive  text  book  on  skilful  cycling  and 
a test.  Over  300  gained  certificates  and  badges  of  proficiency.  Their 
parents  were  sent  a letter  outlining  how  to  assist  their  children 
still  funher  and  specific  dangers  to  avoid. 

(b(  Advanced  driving  courses  with  Police  experts  to  instruct  were 
organised  in  the  Autumn  and  Winter.  These  courses  were  based  on 
the  Police  drivers'  manual  “Roadcraft”  and  have  proved  to  be  of 
great  praaical  value  to  members  of  the  public  wishing  to  improve 
their  skill  and  increase  their  personal  safety  factor.  The  courses 
were  fully  attended  and  very  popular. 

(c)  The  training  of  the  very  young  rests,  quite  properly,  with  parents. 
To  encourage  and  assist  in  this  important  field  of  safety,  the  Tufty 
Club  was  formed  and  1%5  saw  an  increase  in  membership  to  220 
children.  Each  receives  a story  book,  badge,  handkerchief  and  novcl- 
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ties  designed  to  help  leach  basic  principles  of  road  safety  through 
the  ad\entures  of  Tufty  the  squirrel  and  his  many  animal  friends, 
A supporting  programme  appears  on  T.V.  Additionally  in  Brentwood, 
letters  of  advice  to  parents  and  a film  show  for  Tufty  members  were 
gi\en  in  1965. 

2.  Quiz  Contests 

Senior  and  Junior  inter-school  quizzes  based  on  the  Highway  Code 
were  again  held  in  1965.  A similar  but  stifTer  contest  was  organised  for 
the  adults  among  local  clubs  and  organisations. 

3.  \ eteraii/Viiitage  Car  Display 

.\n  estimated  attendance  of  well  over  2,000  justilled  the  elYort  to 
bring  together  on  Shcnfield  Common  in  June  an  interesting  display 
of  \eieran  and  vintage  cars.  There  were  also  two  ancient  fire  engines 
which  attracted  much  atlention.  Road  Safety  propoganda  of  a positive 
nature  was  spoken  over  a broadcasting  system  and  the  Safety  Tent  was 
crowded  with  people  looking  at  the  exhibition  of  photographs  and  posters 
and  taking  various  literature.  The  Ford  Motor  Company  kindly  put  up  a 
handsome  Cup  for  annual  presentation  to  the  owner  of  the  best  Veteran 
Car  and  local  firms  contributed  prizes. 

4.  Exhibitions 

Road  Safety  was  represented  at  various  fetes  and  at  a big  Motor  Rally 
during  the  summer  months  of  1965  in  the  form  of  a tented  exhibition  of 
safety  propoganda,  photographs,  posters  and  special  advice.  At  Christmas 
there  was  a special  display  over  the  Festive  week  in  the  Council  Offices. 

5.  ('arni>al  Float 

A colourful  float  based  on  the  Tufty  Club  was  a great  success.  Hired 
animal  costumes  worn  bv  members  of  the  Junior  Accident  Prevention 
Council  gave  life  to  the  theme. 

6.  .Mobile  Safety  Exhibition  ’Bus 

This  was  hired  during  1965  for  the  benefit  of  local  schools  and  on 
Carnival  Day.  Its  upper  deck  cinema  and  drivers’  reaction  tester  were 
fully  used. 

7.  Junior  Accident  -Prevention  Council 

I'his  young  group,  formed  annually  from  representatives  of  all  local 
schools,  shoued  interest  and  co-operation  in  road  safety  matters  affecting 
the  young  and  throughout  1965  gave  valuable  support  and  suggestion  to 
the  Organiser. 

8.  Conferences  and  Congresses,  etc. 

1 he  Road  Safety  Committee  received  full  reports  from  the  Organiser 
on  the  R.O.S.I\A.  Training  Course  at  Folkestone  in  April  and  the 
Congress  in  October  at  Blackpool.  Fresh  knowledge  on  road  safety 
factors  and  the  valuable  exchange  of  ideas  came  from  this  and  were 
incorporated  in  Brentwood  policy.  I'here  were  also  bi-monthly  meetings 
tT  the  Essex  Metropolitan  Croup  of  R.S.O.s  attended  by  the  Organiser 
which  contributed  to  .safety  measure.s  and  general  liaison. 

9.  Inter  Iovmi  Koundaboiit  Rally 

I hi  * event  held  in  June  covered  a circular  tour  of  about  KO  miles  end- 
ing at  Ilford  the  hub.  Fight  towns  competed,  each  entering  about  20 
ordinary  members  of  the  public  and  they  were  observed  and  tested 
throughout  the  route  for  their  road  safety  sense.  Brentwood  did  well. 
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10.  Press  publicity 

Throughout  1965  the  local  Press  has  given  space  to  \arious  Road 
Safety  matters  raised  at  Committee  or  by  the  Organiser.  This  particularly 
applied  to  Christmas  when  the  need  to  be  moderate  in  drinking  was 
so  important. 


11.  General 

The  new  By-pass  siphoning  olY  the  heavy  traffic  from  the  town  plus 
traffic  lights  at  the  Shenfield  Common  crossroads  and  other  improvements 
began  to  show  effect  in  1965,  but  the  basic  solution  to  accident  prevention 
problems  remains  a matter  of  personal  responsibility.  1965  revealed  that 
there  is  still  too  much  apathy,  thoughtlessness  and  a general  disinclinar 
tion  to  improve  personal  standards.  Whilst  such  complacency,  (almost 
smugness),  exists,  true  self  examination  cannot  take  place;  a necessary 
pre-requisite  to  the  making  of  better  pedestrians,  riders  and  drivers.

especially  to  those  most  in  need.

KNMRONMFNTAL  ORCl  MSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

There  are  four  main  sewage  disposal  works  in  the  district. 

(1)  l.apwater  Hall; 

(2)  East  Homdon; 

(3)  Shenfield  and  Hutton; 

(4)  Nags  Head  Lane  Brentwood. 


Of  these  East  Horndon  is  an  existing  works;  Lapwater  Hall  extensions 
are  under  construction  and  should  be  completed  during  July,  1966;  Shenfield 
and  Hutton  extensions  were  completed  in  1962  and  extensions  to  the  Nags 
Head  Lane  works  are  now  under  construction  and  should  be  completed  by  1968. 


Apart  from  the  East  Horndon  works,  which  will  require  extensions  in. 
the  future,  the  sewage  works  in  the  district  present  no  problem  that  is 
not  being  adequately  dealt  with.  However,  the  trunk  sewers  serving  Nags  Head 
Lane  (Western  area)  and  the  Shenfield  and  Hutton  area  do  present  problems 
in  that  they  are  overloaded.  The  problem  is  especially  acute  with  regard  to 
the  main  sewers  serving  the  Western  Area  (Nags  Head  Lane  Works),  The 
latter  trunk  sewers  are  so  overloaded  as  to  present  many  problems  as  well  as 
merit  criticism.  Plans  are  being  formulated  to  review'  the  trunk  system  over  the 
Western  area,  but  it  is  unlikely  that  the  work  will  be  completed  before  1970/71. 
It  must  be  emphasized  that  these  works  will  be  very  costly  indeed,  but  what- 
ever the  cost  the  district  deserves  the  basic  amenities  of  public  health,  i.e.  an 
adequate  sewage  system. 


I have  received  the  following  report  from  Mr.  P.  Ernes,  Engineer,  Surveyor 
and  Planning  Officer,  giving  a brief  summary  of  progress  on  main  drainage 
.schemes  during  1965 

Lapwntcr  Hall  Sewage  Disposal  Works  — Contract  figure  £300,000 

The  contract  progressed  satisfactorily  but  is  running  a little  behind 
schedule  at  present,  with  an  estimated  completion  date  of  July,  1966. 

Nags  Head  Lane  Sewage  Disposal  Works  — Contract  figure  £725,000 

Design  work  has  been  completed  and  the  .successful  contractor  appointed. 
The  loan  consent  from  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  has 
been  received  and  work  is  scheduled  to  start  in  February/March,  1966. 


(lielmsfnrd  Road  Main  Drainage  Scheme  — Estimated  (’ost  £8,000 

After  investigations  into  the  possible  ways  of  providing  main  drainage  to 
the  pror>crtics  on  the  I'rban  District  boundary,  the  Health  and  .Sewerage  Com- 
mittee decided  to  defer  the  scheme  until  such  times  as  the  Mountne.ssing 
Drainage  .Scheme  of  the  C helmsford  R.D.C.  is  completed,  and  then  to  connect 
into  the  pumping  station  which  they  are  providing. 


C row  (^recn  Pumping  Slati(Mi  — Confnicl  figure  £5,000 

7'he  existing  ejector  was  replaced  by  duplicate  vertical  spindle  pumps,  and 
the  rising  main  extended  to  connect  to  the  trunk  .sewer  running  along  Ongar 
Road,  'Dicse  pumps  give  an  increased  capacity  over  the  ejector.  The  existing 
motor  r(»«>m  was  demoli.shed  and  a new  building  ercx'ted. 
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Rayleigh  Road  Main  Drainage  Scheme  — Estimated  Cost  £29,000 

Design  work  proceeded  on  this  scheme,  which  will  provide  main  drainage 
for  fifty-six  properties  in  Rayleigh  Road,  and  into  which  fiasildon  U.D.C.  will 
connect  properties  on  their  boundar\  which  at  present  have  no  main  sewer 
available.  The  start  of  the  contract  has  been  delayed  owing  to  dillicullies  in 
acquiring  the  site  for  a pumping  station,  but  should  commence  fairly  shortly. 

Refuse  lip  — Piping  Watercourses  — Estimated  Cost  £2,750 

A scheme  was  prep;tred,  and  a contract  let  for  piping  the  watercourses*  at 
the  Coxtie  Green  Refuse  l ip,  in  order  to  prevent  pollution  of  the  fisheries  in 
Weald  Park. 

Green  Lane  Pumping  Station: 

Investigations  were  commenced  into  the  causes  and  necessary  measures  to 
relieve  the  severe  o\erloading  on  this  pumping  station. 

REFISE  DISPOSAL 

.\rrangements  for  the  disposal  of  refuse  continue  to  be  as  mentioned  in 
last  Near’s  .Annual  Report.  .All  refuse  is  received  at  the  Council's  Tip|  in  Coxtie 
Cireen  Road,  and  operations  during  the  year  were  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Department.  Regular  Ueatment  is  carried  out  to  deal  with  rat  infestation  which 
is,  of  course,  normally  experienced  at  all  Tips. 

PLBLIC  CONVENIEiNCES 

1 he  \arious  public  conveniences  throughout  the  district  show  evidence  of 
\andaiism.  Glass,  walls  and  fittings  are  frequently  broken  or  tampered  with. 
1 his  anti-social  lx:haviour  is  a National  problem  and  it  is  dillicult  to  see  how 
ii  can  be  dealt  with  elTectively  in  the  absence  of  full-time  attendants.  Perhaps 
the  general  public  could  do  more  to  prevent  this  sort  of  damage,  which  is 
proNing  so  costly.

No  cases  of  o\ercrowding  were  found  during  the  year. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

I have  rccci\ed  reports  from  both  the  South  Essex  Waterworks  Company 
and  the  Southend  Waterworks  Company  both  of  whom  report  that: — 

;a;  the  vNaier  supply  of  the  whole  area  and  its  several  parts  has  been  satis- 
facion.-  in  quality  and  quantity; 

;b;  Bacteriological  and  chemical  examinations  are  made  of  the  raw  water, 
of  the  NNaler  in  its  various  stages  of  treatment  and  of  the  water  going 
into  supply.  .A  total  of  over  7,867  chemical,  bacteriological  and  biologi- 
cal examinations  have  been  made  and  all  water  going  into  supply  was 
NNholesome.  In  addition  samples  were  examined  for  radioactivity.  The 
flourine  content  of  the  supplies  is  put  at  0.25  p.p.m.  Water  going  into 
supply  from  Hanningfield  is  examined  daily  and  that  from  wells  fort- 
nightly by  resident  chemists.  These  examinations  show  the  water  to  be 
good  chemically  and  excellent  bacteriologically; 

(c)  the  NNater  is  not  plumbo-solvent, 

;d;  no  action  has  been  necessary  in  respect  of  any  form  of  contamination; 

;e;-  The  .South  Essex  Waterworks  Company  supplied  a population  of  about 
55,610  by  direct  supply  to  15,965  dwelling  houses.  1 he  number  of  houses 
supplied  by  standpipe  was  insignificant.  .Southend  Waterworks  Company 
supplied  a population  of  3,514  by  direct  supply  to  1,046  houses,  but  no 
houses  by  means  of  standpipes.

The  patient’s  health  has,  on  the  whole,  been  good.  The  Tuberculosis 
figures  are  lower  than  those  of  last  year.  No  active  women’s  cases  (2  in  1964), 
and  fiw:  active  men  (7  in  1964)  with  three  quiescent  women  (same  in  1964) 
and  nine  men  (8inl964).  One  Tuberculosis  patient  died.  No  new  c'ases  have 
been  admitted. 

There  has  been  no  major  intestinal  infection.” 


NATIONAL  BLOOD  TRANSFUSION  SERVICE 

1 have  received'  the  following  report  from  the  Director  of  the  North-East 
Metropolitan  Regional  Blood  Transfusion  Centre 

“In  1965  blood  donor  sessions  for  the  Brentwood  panel  again  took  place 
at  St.  Thomas'  Parish  Hall,  Eastfield  Road,  the  Royal  Signal’s  T.A.  Drill  Hall, 
C'he-stnut  Grove,  and  at  St.  Mary's  Parish  Hall,  Hutton  Road.  Shenfield. 

1,488  Brentwood  citizens  attended  the  15  sessions  held  during  the  year. 
Members  of  the  W.V.S.  gave  valuable  help  to  the  National  Blood  Transfusion 
Service  by  providing  regular  assistance  at  these  sessions. 

Local  firms  have  again  allowed  blood  donor  sessions  to  be  held  on  their 
premises  and  a session  was  also  held  at  the  Brentwood  Teacher  Training  College. 
6*^0  donors  gave  their  services  at  such  sessions  during  the  past  year. 

The  amount  of  blood  required  for  use  in  the  local  hospitals  is  increasing 
and  more  volunteers  are  required  to  maintain  this  essential  service.  All  who 
are  in  good  health  and  between  the  ages  of  18  and  65  years  are  invited  to  enrol 
as  blood  donors.  Further  information  can  be  obtained  from  tthe  Regional  Donor 
Organiser,  North  East  Metropolitan  Regional  Blood  Transfusion  Centre,  Crescent 
Drive.  Brentwood.  (Telephone  : Brentwood  3545). 


BRENTWOOD  MATERNITY  HOME 

Ten  extra  beds  are  available  in  theory  but  owing  to  technical  difficulties  only 
four  of  these  are  in  operation  at  present.  It  is  hoped  that  in  the  near  future 
this  hospital  will  use  its  full  complement  of  24  beds. 

The  new  Maternity  Unit  at  Harold  Wood  Hosptial  has  just  started  and  it  is 
hoped  that  this  will  be  readv  for  occupation  about  1968.

MILK  SUPPLIES  (BACTERIOLOGICAL  SAMPLING) 

Results  during  the  \ear  continued  to  be  generally  satisfactory,  eighty-nine 
bacteriological  Sitmples  being  taken,  only  four  of  which  were  unsatisfactory. 
Satisfactory  results  were  subsequently  obtained  in  respect  of  these.  Fifteen 
samples  were  taken  and  tested  for  brucella  abortus.  1'hree  of  these  were  positive 
on  ring  test,  but  all  proved  negative  on  tinal  culture  tests. 

Sixteen  samples  were  taken  and  tested  for  the  presence  of  antibiotics  but 
all  of  these  proved  negative. 

Close  liaison  was  maintained  with  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries 
and  Food  in  respect  of  the  samples  tested  for  brucella  abortus,  but  no  other 
action  was  necessary. 


ICE-CREAM  SAMPLING 

Fifty-three  bacteriological  samples  were  taken,  forty-nine  being  satisfactory. 
Three  samples  of  soft  ice-cream  were  unsatisfactory  and  it  is  felt  that  the  sale 
of  this  commodity  from  mobile  shops  should  be  discouraged,  as  ellective  control 
of  the  \ehicles  render  it  almost  impossible. 

UNSOUND  FOOD 

1 he  total  amount  of  food  condemned  during  the  year  was  approximately 
32  cwts. 


FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1955  (FOOD  SAMPLING) 

During  the  year  twenty-eight  formal  samples  and  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
nine  informal  samples  were  taken.  Generally  the  Public  Analyst  reported 
favourably  on  almost  all  samples  and  in  no  case  was  it  necessary  to  take  legal 
proceedings. 

However,  the  following  comments  may  usefully  be  made  : 

(1)  Nineteen  formal  samples  of  milk  were  examined  and  all  these  had  a good 
fat  content  and  were  completely  satisfactory  ; 

(2)  It  is  evident  that  there  was  still  a wide  variation  in  the  meat  content 
of  certain  articles  such  as  chopped  pork,  luncheon  sausage  and  similar 
prepared  products.  Legislation  is  pending  to  deal  with  this  matter.

CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1965 

During  the  year  the  Brentwood  No.  5 Order  affecting  280  new  houses  and 
flats  was  approved  and  will  come  into  force  on  the  1st  June,  1966. 


It  is  now  unfortunately  apparent  that  the  Council  arc  completely  unenthu- 
siastic  about  smoke  control  and  until  legislation  becomes  more  mandatory  it 
seems  certain  that  we  shall  continue  to  make  Orders  only  in  respect  of  new 
estates  where  no  conversions  are  required. 


Under  present  conditions  the  Council’s  proposals,  made  some  four  years 
ago,  to  make  the  whole  of  the  Urban  District  smoke  controlled  within  a period 
of  seven  to  ten  years  will  come  nowhere  near  implimentation. 
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HOUSING 


Durng  the  year  as  a result  of  formal  action  live  unfit  houses  were  de- 
molished and  thirteen  houses  were  closed. 

Seventy-fi\e  houses  were  made  fit  as  a result  of  formal  or  informal  action, 
and  numerous  small  additional  housing  defects  were  dealt  with  info.rmally. 

It  is  expected  that  the  redevelopment  of  Railway  Square  and  St.  James’ 
Road  (which  will  result  in  the  demolition  of  some  fifty  houses)  will  commence 
early  in  196b. 

The  Public  Health  Inspector’s  Department  continues  to  deal  with  applica- 
tions for  Standard  and  Discretionary  Grants,  and  a steady  flow  of  these  continue 
to  be  received. 

One  improvement  area  under  Part  II  of  the  Housing  Act,  1964,  was  sur- 
veyed in  1965  and  it  is  anticipated  that  this  will  be  formally  declared 
during  1966.  The  area  comprises  some  eighty-four  houses  in  Kings  Chase, 
llrentwood.  It  is  a matter  of  record  that  the  Council’s  proposals  have  been 
received  with  apathy  by  most  of  the  occupiers.
